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Biographical  Notes  on  the  Presidents 
of  the  United  States

THIS  is  the  first  of  a series  of  short 
* sketches  on  the  presidents  of  the 
United  States  by  Mr.  Reed.  These  are 
written  as  an  accompaniment  to  the 
series  on  the  Medals  of  the  Presidents 
which  has  been  running  in  the  JOUR- 
NAL since  May,  1937. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Reed 
prepare  these  sketches.  Few  students 
of  American  political  history  have 
reached  a like  understanding  of  the 
various  issues  without  becoming  con- 
fused and  biased.  It  is  Mr.  Reed's  plan 
to  present,  as  concisely  as  possible,  the 
pictures  of  the  men  rather  than  a history 
of  the  times.  He  touches  but  lightly 
upon  what  they  did  as  presidents,  since 
such  information  can  be  secured  from 
any  school  text-book. 

JOHN  ADAMS 

The  only  member  of  the  Federalist 
party  to  attain  the  presidency,  was  born 
October  19,  1735,  at  Braintree  (now 
Quincy),  Massachusetts,  the  home  of  his 
family  since  1636.  Admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1758,  he  soon  entered  into  the 
stirring  political  life  of  his  times.  He 
signed  and  piloted  through  the  Conti- 


nental Congress,  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, drafted  by  his  friend 
Jefferson,  and  rendered  important 
diplomatic  services  both  during  and 
after  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  1785 
he  became  our  first  minister  to  England. 
Returning  to  the  United  States  just  be- 
fore the  first  elections  held  under  the 
new  Constitution,  he  was  persuaded  to 
accept  the  uncongenial  office  of  Vice 
President,  which  he  held  during  Wash- 
ington's two  terms.  Elected  President 
over  Jefferson  in  1796,  by  an  exceed- 
ingly close  vote,  he  was  defeated  for 
reelection  in  1800,  and  having  quarreled 
irrevocably  with  Alexander  Hamilton, 
the  founder  of  the  Federalist  party,  re- 
tired to  private  life  in  his  ancestral 
home.  Among  his  official  appointments 
had  been  that  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  of 
Philadelphia,  a fellow  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  as  treas- 
urer of  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia.  Rush, 
who  was  retained  in  office  by  Jefferson, 
reestablished  friendly  relations  between 
him  an  d Ad  ams.  The  two  ex-presidents 
died  within  a few  hours  of  one  another, 
on  July  4,  1826,  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  Declaration  to  which  each  had 
so  greatly  contributed.

THOMAS  JEFFERSON 

Author  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, father  of  legal  guarantees 
for  religious  freedom,  and  founder  of 
the  political  party  named  successively 
Republican,  Democratic  - Republican, 
and  Democratic,  was  born  in  Albermarle 
County,  Virginia,  April  13,  1743.  Ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1767,  he  promptly 
entered  politics.  During  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  he  left  Congress  for  ser- 
vice as  legislator  and  governor  in  his 
native  state,  but  in  1784  was  sent  to 
Europe  as  a diplomatic  associate  of 
Adams  and  Benjamin  Franklin.  In  1785 
he  succeeded  the  latter  as  minister  to 
France.  The  following  year  his  lieu- 
tenant, Madison,  secured  the  enactment 
of  his  bill  establishing  religious  freedom, 
first  introduced  into  the  Virginia  legis- 
lature in  1779.  Returninq  to  this  coun- 
try shortly  after  the  organization  of  the 
new  federal  government,  Jefferson  en- 
tered Washington's  cabinet  as  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  March,  1790,  but  re- 
signed because  of  friction  with  his  col- 
league, Alexander  Hamilton,  at  the  end 
of  1793.  Three  years  later,  as  candi- 
date of  the  Republican  party,  he  was 
defeated  by  the  Federalists  for  the 
presidency,  but  the  failure  of  an  in- 
trigue by  Hamilton  against  Adams 
made  Jefferson  Vice  President  during 
the  latter’s  administration.  In  1800, 
another  close  election  made  him 
President,  and  in  1804  he  was  reelected 
by  an  overwhelming  majority  over  C.  C. 
Pinckney,  the  Federalist  candidate  for 
Vice  President  four  years  before.  In 
1809,  having  secured  the  succession 
for  his  lieutenant,  Madison,  he  retired 
to  Monticello,  near  his  birthplace.  His 
principal  public  service  until  his  death 
seventeen  years  later  was  in  the  cause 
of  higher  education  for  Virginia. 

JAMES  MADISON 

Chief  author  of  the  federal  Consti- 
tution, was  born  at  Port  Conway,  Vir- 
ginia, March  16,  1751.  Soon  after 

graduating  from  college  he  entered 


politics  without  serving  the  usual  ap- 
prenticeship in  legal  practice.  Law 
studies,  however,  pursued  after  the 
close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  helped 
to  make  him  the  dominant  figure  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention.  Having 
already  served  as  Jefferson's  legislative 
aid  in  Virqinia  during  the  latter's 
absence  in  France,  he  took  the  lead  in 
the  new  Congress  in  organizing  the 
government  and  in  framing  the  first  ten 
essential  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. Passed  over  by  Washington  in 
the  appointment  of  a successor  to 
Jefferson  as  Secretary  of  State,  he  re- 
tired from  Congress  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Adams  administration.  When  Jef- 
ferson succeeded  Adams,  he  made 
Madison  his  Secretary  of  State,  and 
later  secured  for  him  the  presidential 
nomination  by  a congressional  party 
caucus.  Elected  and  reelected  by  large 
majorities  in  1808  and  1812,  Madison 
devoted  the  later  years  of  his  life 
mainly  to  literary  pursuits,  dying  at 
Montpelier,  June  28,  1836. 

JAMES  MONROE 

Born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Vir- 
ginia, April  28,  1758,  served  in  the 

Revolutionary  War,  studied  law  under 
Jefferson,  and  entered  politics  in  1780. 
He  opposed  ratification  of  the  federal 
Constitution,  and  was  defeated  by 
Madison  for  election  as  a member  of 
Congress  from  Virginia.  In  1790,  how- 
ever, he  was  elected  United  States 
Senator,  and  between  1794  and  1796 
was  minister  to  France.  After  three 
years'  service  as  governor  of  Virginia, 
Jefferson  sent  him  again,  in  1802,  on 
a special  mission  to  France,  which  cul- 
minated in  the  purchase  of  Louisiana. 
Following  further  diplomatic  service  in 
Spain  and  England,  he  was  an  unsuc- 
cessful aspirant  for  the  presidential 
nomination  in  1808,  but  after  a recon- 
ciliation effected  by  Jefferson  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  State  in  the 
middle  of  Madison's  first  term.  After 
the  capture  of  the  national  capitol  in

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New  Issues  of  Coins 

Described  by

A Premium  Coin  of  Switzerland 

Preparations  for  war  or  defense  is 
everywhere  apparent  in  Europe  and 
even  such  neutral  countries  as  Switzer- 
land are  cognizant  of  the  need  of  self- 
protection. Last  year  an  armament 
loan  was  launched.  As  a premium  to 
the  subscribers  of  this  loan  a beautiful 
5 frank  piece  was' issued.  It  is  reported 
that  200,000  were  struck.  (Other 
nations  take  a leaf  out  of  this  book). 


The  obverse  shows  the  kneeling  figure 
of  Helvetia  with  a sheathed  sword  in 
one  hand  and  the  dove  of  Peace  in  the 
other.  On  the  reverse  in  a square  PRO 
PATRIA  ARMIS  TUENDA  (For  our 
country's  safety  by  arms).  Above  is  a 
trench  helmet  and  1936,  at  sides  oak 
sprays,  below  5 FR  and  a small  B,  the 
mint  mark  of  Berne.  Around  the  edge 
are  thirteen  stars  and  DOMINUS 
PROVIDEBIT  (The  Lord  will  provide). 
The  coin  is  one  of  the  most  handsome 
pieces  of  recent  years  and  is  the  work 
of  M.  Weber. 

The  Latest  Lithuanian  Coin 

On  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Jonas  Basanavicius  in  1927,  Lithuania 
Issued  a series  of  mourning  stamps; 
nine  years  later  a silver  5 Litai  coin  ap- 
peared. This  piece  shows  the  portrait 
of  the  Doctor  facing  left  and  the 


Lithuanian  horseman  Vytis  or  the  White 
Knight  on  the  reverse.  This  probably 
was  issued  in  conjunction  with  the  10 
Litu  piece  showing  the  bust  of  the  XV 
Century  hero  Vytautas  Didysis  de- 
scribed in  the  Journal  for  September. 


Dr.  Basanavicius  was  one  of  the  mod- 
ern Lithuanian  heroes.  Born  in  1851  or 
twenty  years  after  the  closing  of  the 
University  of  Vilna  by  the  Russians  as 
part  of  their  cultural  persecution  of  any- 
thing Lithuanian,  the  lad  Basanavicius 
grew  up  throttled  and  hemmed  in  by 
Muscovite  oppression.  He  was  only 
thirteen  years  old  when  the  ban  was 
clamped  down  on  all  Lithuanian  writ- 
ings, including  prayer  books.  His 
earlier  education  was  at  Mariampol, 
later  at  the  University  of  Moscow, 
where  he  studied  history,  philology  and 
medicine.  All  this  time  books  in

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Lithuanian  were  being  smuggled  into  the 
country.  A band  of  patriots  grew  up 
both  within  and  without  the  borders, 
and  Basanavicius  appeared  as  the  head 
of  the  national  movement  of  Lithu- 
anian youth.  In  1883  he  published  a 
newspaper  in  the  city  of  Tilsit,  East 
Prussia,  known  as  "The  Dawn"  (Auszra). 
This  was  smuggled  into  Lithuania  and 
did  more  than  anything  else  to  awaken 
a national  consciousness.  During  much 
of  this  period  he  practised  medicine  in 
Bulgaria,  Prague  and  Berlin.  Later  he 
returned  to  Vilna  and  founded  the 
Lithuanian  Society  of  Science.  Fol- 
lowing the  Russian  Revolution  in  1905 
the  famous  Diet  of  Vilna  was  formed 
which  demanded  a broad  autonomy 
from  the  Czar.  The  Doctor  was  elected 
President  of  this  Congress.  For  his 
unceasing  work  for  his  country  he  was 
styled  the  Patriarch  of  the  Lithuanian 
Renaissance. 

San  Marino 

The  lilliputian  republic  of  San  Marino 
in  the  northern  part  of  Italy  on  the 


being  not  only  the  smallest  state  in  the 
world  but  also  of  being  the  oldest  state 
in  Europe.  It  has  kept  its  identity 
throughout  the  ages,  even  Napoleon  re- 
frained from  absorbing  it,  and  when  the 
present  day  kingdom  of  Italy  was  formed 
the  republic  was  allowed  to  continue. 

The  last  bronze  coins  struck  were  in 
1894  and  were  of  the  same  size  as  the 
other  pieces  of  the  period.  The  silver 
coinage  underwent  a change  in  1931 
and  were  of  the  denomination  of  20,  10 
and  5 Lire.  The  new  bronze  pieces  bear 
the  dates  of  1935  and  1936  and  were 
struck  at  Rome.  They  show  the  arms  of 
San  Marino  consisting  of  three  towers  on 
a hill. 

George  VI  Coinage  For  Southern 
Rhodesia 

In  the  Coin  Collector's  Journal  for 
March,  1936,  the  George  V coinage  for 
Southern  Rhodesia  was  described.  The 
new  silver  pieces  for  George  VI,  dated

1937,  have  recently  been  issued  and 
consist  of  the  same  denominations  as 
those  of  the  previous  reign;  namely, 
Half  Crown,  Two  Shilling,  One  Shilling, 
Six  Pence,  and  Three  Pence.  The  two 
nickel  pieces  have  not  as  yet  been 
forthcoming.  The  reverses  of  the  new 
pieces  are  identical  with  those  of  the 
previous  issue.  The  obverses  show  the 
head  of  George  VI  facing  left  and  are 
from  the  same  design  on  all  denomina- 
tions. The  way  the  head  is  placed  upon 
the  coin  gives  the  appearance  that  the 
crown  is  perched  on  the  back  of  the 
King's  head.

California,  "The  Golden  State"  was 
admitted  to  the  Union  on  September 
9th,  1850,  thus  becoming  the  thirty-first 
state  to  achieve  this  honor.  The  nick- 
name of  the  state,  "Golden"  or  "El 
Dorado"  is  well  applied  and  accounts  for 
the  motif  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  half 
dollar.  The  designer,  Jo  Mora,  a resi- 
dent of  Carmel,  California,  executed  a 
well  conceived  design  in  a striking  man- 
ner. In  the  figure  of  the  placer  miner 
holding  his  crude  pan  he  has  somehow 
or  other  portrayed  the  gold-rush  spirit 
so  well  exemplified  during  the  famous 
days  of  '49.  The  California  bear  on 
the  reverse  is  symbolic  of  the  freedom 
of  California  from  Mexico.  This  symbol 
was  first  used  in  1846  when  an  American 
surveyor  by  the  name  of  Fremont  di- 
rected the  seizure  of  a band  of  Mexican 
cavalry  horses  and  the  occupation  of 
Sonoma.  For  several  days  a flag  bear- 
ing a bear  design  was  flown  over  the 
town  signalizing  an  independent  Cali- 
fornia. 


I he  coast  of  California  was  first  ex- 
plored by  Jean  Rodriguez  and  Bartolome 
Ferrero  in  1542-1543.  It  was  explored 
later  by  Drake  and  further  by  Sebastian 
Vizcaino.  It  was  not  until  two  centuries 
later  that  Spanish  colonies  had  been 
established  in  what  is  now  the  State  of 
California. 

Led  by  Jebediah  Smith,  a group  of 
American  trappers  reached  California  in 
1826,  and  in  I 830  the  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany began  operations  there.  After 
1840  the  American  element  in  Cali- 
fornia increased  quite  rapidly.  California 
was  declared  a Territory  on  August  I 5th, 
1846.  However,  its  future  became  in- 
volved in  the  slavery  controversy,  and 
California  was  practically  unorganized 
until  1850  when  she  was  admitted  as  a 
free  state.  But  the  slavery  issue  was 
not  eliminated.  The  Democratic  party 
in  California  agitated  in  its  behalf,  and 
the  scheme  of  an  independent  Pacific 
Republic  permitting  slavery  was  consid- 
ered. By  the  Treaty  of  Guadalupe- 
Hidalgo  in  1848,  California  was  ceded 
by  Mexico  to  the  United  States  and 
shortly  afterwards  gold  was  discovered 
on  the  land  of  John  Sutter. 

Immediately  a great  migration  began. 
The  territory  that  was  practically  with- 
out inhabitants  increased  in  population 
at  a pace  never  before  or  since  re- 
corded in  the  annals  of  history.  Cov- 
ered wagons,  steamship  packets,  the 
Pony  Express,  and  clipper  ships  brought 
80,000  immigrants  into  California  dur- 
ing the  year  1849  alone.  Communities 
that  had  already  been  established  dis- 
solved overnight.  Preachers  left  their 
pulpits,  congregations  vanished  into  thin 
air,  whole  communities  were  deserted  in 
the  mad  rush  for  the  precious  metal.  A 
decade  later  the  population  was  400,- 
000  as  compared  to  about  5,000  in 
1845.

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Notes  on  the  Transportation  Companies 
That  Have  Issued  Paper  Money

Charlotte,  Columbia  & Augusta  RR 

The  railroad  bearing  the  name  as 
above  was  formed  by  a consolidation  on 
July  9th,  1869  of  the  Charlotte  & South 
Carolina  and  the  Columbia  and  Augusta 
Railroad  Companies.  The  C.  & S.  C. 
was  chartered  Dec.  18th,  1846  and 

opened  for  business  on  Oct.  2,  1852. 
The  C.  & A.  was  opened  from  Granite- 
ville,  Ga.,  in  1868  and  to  Augusta  in 
1870.  The  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  ran  from  Charlotte,  N.  C.  to 
Augusta,  Ga.,  a distance  of  195  miles. 

The  present  Southern  Railway  Sys- 
tem acquired  this  road  by  purchase  at 
foreclosure  sale  July  1 0th,  1894. 

The  North  Missouri  Railroad  Company 

This  company  was  incorporated  under 
Special  Act  of  Missouri  March  3rd, 
1851  and  operated  by  its  own  organiza- 
tion until  August  26th,  1871  date  of 
foreclosure  sale,  and  from  the  latter 
date  until  February  6th,  1872  by  a Trus- 
tee representing  purchasers  at  said  fore- 
closure sale. 

On  the  date  of  the  sale  the  railroad 
operated  a single  track  standard  gauge 
steam  railroad  located  in  Missouri  and 
Iowa  aggregating  497  miles.  Of  this 
mileage  354  miles  were  owned  and  con- 
sisted of  two  main  lines,  one  extending 
from  St.  Louis  to  Coatsville,  Mo.,  and 
the  other  from  Moberly  to  Birmingham. 
Mo.  The  leased  section,  143  miles,  con- 
sisted of  a main  line  from  Coatsville, 
Mo.,  to  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  and  branches 
from  Centralia  to  Columbia,  Mo.,  and 
from  Brunswick  to  Pallonsburq,  Mo.  Part 
of  the  line  was  purchased  from  the 
Chariton  and  Randolph  Rail  Road  Co., 
in  the  form  of  uncompleted  roadbed 
and  completed  by  forces  of  the  North 
Missouri  Company. 


Prior  to  August  7th,  1867  all  construc- 
tion on  this  line  was  5'6"  gauge,  sub- 
sequently changed  to  standard  gauge  of 
4'8- 1 /2". 

At  the  time  this  road  was  sold  it  had 
acquired  the  properties  of  the  Missouri 
River  Valley  Railroad  incorporated 
12/5/59  in  Mo.,  and  the  Chariton  and 
Randolph  Rail  Road  Company,  incor- 
porated 12/13/58  in  the  same  state. 
Neither  of  these  companies  ever  con- 
structed any  line  of  road. 

After  the  sale  of  the  various  proper- 
ties of  the  North  Missouri  Company  at 
foreclosure,  the  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City 
and  Northern  Railway  Co.,  was  incor- 
porated (1/2/72)  as  its  successor.  The 
St.  L.,  K.  C.,  & N.  Ry.  Co.,  acquired 
during  its  corporate  existence  the  fol- 
lowing lesser  companies; 

On  2-27-1877 — The  Salisbury  & Glas- 
gow RR  (incor.  1/12/77).  This  com- 
pany was  the  result  of  reorganiza- 
tion, after  sale  at  foreclosure  of  the 
properties  of  the  Missouri  & Missis- 
sippi RR  Co.,  (incorp.  2/20/1865) 
later  changed  to  Keokuk  & Kansas 
City  Railway  Co. 

On  7/8/1878 — The  St.  Charles  Bridge 
Co.,  (incorp.  9 21  1868). 

On  2/10/1879 — The  Council  Bluffs  & 
Saint  Louis  RR  Co.,  (incorp.  I 0/  I / - 
1878). 

On  7 7 1 1/1879 — The  Clarinda  & St. 
Louis  RR  Co.,  (of  Mo.)  (incorp. 
3/8/1879). 

On  November  10th,  1879,  the  St.  L., 
K.  C.,  and  No.  Ry.  consolidated  with 
the  Wabash  Railway  Co.,  (incorp.  un- 
der the  laws  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois 
on  January  1 0th,  6th,  and  5th  respec- 
tively to  form  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  and 
Pacific  Railway  Co.

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The  Collector's  Neglected  Aids

Probably  nine  out  of  ten  numismatists 
will  have  at  one  time  or  another  been 
asked  for  "a  book  that  will  give  the 
values  of  the  coins  of  the  world."  Pa- 
tient explaining  why  such  a volume  is 
impossible  is  not  always  wasted  time, 
but  the  experienced  collector  knows 
that  the  well-illustrated  catalogues  of 
large  general  collections  offer  a very 
acceptable  substitute.  When  he  dis- 
covers a carefully  listed,  fully  illustrated 
collection  devoted  to  a single  country 
or  period,  he  acknowledges  it  grate- 
fully as  a boon. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Caruso  Collec- 
tion of  gold  coins  of  the  world  sold  in 
Naples  in  1923  by  Canessa,  offers  an 
excellent  example  of  what  we  have  been 
saying.  The  fame  of  the  owner  adds 
lustre  to  a well  selected  cabinet  which 
comprised  some  1458  lots  extending 
from  issues  of  the  Greeks  down  to  the 
present.  The  descriptions  are  rather 
brief,  but  what  gives  the  publication  its 
value  is  that  there  are  no  less  than  sixty- 
four  excellent  plates  on  which  are  shown 
many  of  the  important  gold  denomina- 
tions of  all  periods  and  of  many 
countries. 

It  is  to  the  specialized  collections 
rather  than  to  the  general  ones  that 
most  of  us  turn  for  aid.  These  fre- 
quently overrun  geographical  divisions, 
especially  in  such  fields  as  Napoleona. 
There  is  an  important  catalogue  of  such 
a collection  which  belonged  to  Prince 
d'Essling  and  was  sold  by  Feuardent  in 
1927.  Sixty-eight  plates  illustrate  a se- 
lection from  more  than  three  thousand 
lots;  moreover  the  cataloguing  is  excel- 
lent. There  are  other  important  sales 
of  Napoleonic  coins  — the  gold  issues 


only,  are  found  in  a Santamaria  Sale  in 
1926;  Napoleon's  family  in  a sale  in 
1922  by  Ciani  and  another  devoted  to 
the  French  Revolution  sold  by  Helbing  in 
1930.  Any  of  these  provide  a fascinat- 
ing illumination  to  the  page  of  history 
on  which  Napoleon  wrote  so  broadly. 

Another  type  of  catalogue,  (issued 
by  Schulman  of  Amsterdam),  and  en- 
titled "Pax  in  Nummis",  features  coins 
and  medals  relating  to  peace  or  peace 
treaties.  A book  describing  the  pieces 
in  this  collection,  (LeMaistre),  on  a bet- 
ter grade  of  paper  was  issued  in  1912. 
The  collection  was  sold  the  following 
year,  and  the  earlier  book  practically  re- 
printed although  the  plates  were  cut 
down  from  twelve  to  four.  As  there  are 
many  cuts  in  the  text,  it  is  an  invaluable 
gathering  of  material  from  dozens  of  vol- 
umes. The  mechanical  segregation  of 
the  items  described  would  be  a man- 
sized  task,  to  say  nothing  of  the  scholar- 
ship displayed  in  the  descriptions. 

Another  firm  has  specialized  in  brac- 
teates  and  the  catalogues  of  several 
collections  dispersed  through  their 
agency  make  a very  acceptable  substi- 
tute for  the  expensive  and  all  but  un- 
procurable volumes  treating  these 
strange  survivals  of  the  middle  ages. 
These  paper-thin  pieces,  beside  which 
the  incuse  issues  of  the  Greeks  seem 
heavy,  awaken  interest  in  even  the  un- 
initiated. 

It  is  within  the  national  divisions, 
however,  that  we  find  the  most  frequent 
specialization,  as  a few  citations  will 
demonstrate.  Every  numismatist  knows 
the  complicated  nature  of  the  coins  of 
Italy.  It  is  second  only  to  Germany  in 
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the  number  of  petty  states  and  in  the 
shiftings  brought  about  by  the  wars 
and  intermarriages  of  the  nobility. 
Byzantines  and  Barbarians,  Saracens  and 
Normans  fought  for  the  control  of  sec- 
tions or  cities.  The  complications  almost 
defy  hope  of  elucidation. 

The  impressive  corpus  of  Italian  coins 
which  is  being  published  by  his  Majesty, 
Victor  Emanuel,  has  already  reached  the 
16th  volume  although  it  did  not  con- 
cern itself  with  anything  earlier  than 
mediaeval  coins,  and  is  apparently  little 
more  than  half  finished.  Illustrated  cata- 
logues of  the  output  for  Italy  are  there- 
fore desirable  additions  to  any  numis- 
matic library.  Several  are  outstanding 
and  deserve  mention.  The  earlier  ones 
are  more  likely  to  have  careful  descrip- 
tions— the  later  ones  to  be  better  il- 
lustrated. Some  of  the  former,  such  as 
the  Genecchi  catalogue  are  almost  un- 
procurable. Of  the  more  recent  notable 
sales  those  of  the  Martinori,  Woodward, 
Martini,  Vaccari  and  Ruchat  collections 
deserve  citation,  as  do  also  catalogues 
issued  by  the  firm  of  Santamaria  and 
Ratto.  It  frequently  hapoens  that  a 
collection  will  not  specialize  in  both 
qold  and  silver  — consequently  some 
of  these  catalogues  are  to  be  sup- 
plemented by  the  Caruso  catalogue  and 
of  course  this  holds  true  for  countries 
other  than  Italy. 

One  of  the  German  firms  which  in  the 
earlier  days  numbered  many  clients 
among  American  collectors,  devoted 
much  attention  to  the  coins  of  Switzer- 
land and  several  sales  record  a wide 
interest  in  Swiss  coins.  Any  one  of  these 
catalogues  is  a handbook  of  the  heraldry 
of  the  Swiss  cantons  and  most  of  them 
are  qenerously  illustrated.  Strangely 
enough,  there  seem  to  be  few  American 
numismatists  who  realize  the  fascination 
of  the  issues  of  the  tiny  Republic  and 
Swiss  coins  do  not  stir  spirited  bidding 
at  sales.  Armed  with  the  catalogue  of 
the  Ikle  collection,  a careful  student 
should  be  able  to  form  a representative 
showing  of  these  coins  without  the  out- 


lay which  is  demanded  in  fields  where 
competition  is  keen. 

A similar  story  might  be  told  in  re- 
spect to  Portugal,  which  is  so  closely 
tied  with  the  issues  of  Brazil.  The  Bra- 
zilian issues  have  been  featured  in  sev- 
eral sales  — those  of  Mieli,  Santos  and 
Salbach  are  of  outstanding  importance. 
But  the  coins  issued  for  the  colonies  in 
India,  such  as  Goa,  and  the  changes  and 
shiftings  incidental  to  the  gradual  les- 
sening of  the  influence  of  Portugal  have 
been  neglected.  What  strange  names 
there  are  for  the  coins  of  some  of  these 
regions  — bazarucco  and  pagoda  are 
musical  enough  to  tempt  a poet!  What 
strange  shapes  there  are  too;  the  larins, 
for  example,  with  their  fragmentary  in- 
scriptions, and  the  hat-shaped  pieces  of 
the  Malay  peninsula.  These  and  many 
others  are  offered  in  the  catalogue  of 
Lord  Grantley's  collection  or  that 
formed  by  Sir  George  Bucknill,  or  the 
equally  important  Grogan  cabinet,  all 
of  them  sold  by  Schulman.  It  would 
probably  take  more  than  a dozen  vol- 
umes to  trace  the  pieces  illustrated  on 
the  plates  at  the  end  of  these  cata- 
logues. 

How  strange  it  is  that  no  one  seems 
to  have  thouqht  of  forming  a cabinet 
devoted  to  the  coin-denominations  as 
such.  None  of  the  dictionaries  published 
are  illustrated  adequately  or  satisfac- 
torily. But  how  helpful  it  would  be  if 
some  one  would  show  the  development 
and  evolution  of  the  ducat,  the  shilling, 
the  penny.  What  a boon  to  beginners, 
and  what  a demonstration  it  would  pro- 
vide for  the  too-often  forgotten  fact 
that  coins  are  dated  documents. 

The  steady  flow  of  catalogues  devoted 
to  Greek  and  Roman  coins,  many  of 
them  magnificently  illustrated,  requires 
but  little  comment  because  they  must 
be  familiar.  To  the  modest  collector 
their  wealth  of  information  often  proves 
disappointing  because  the  commoner 
coins  he  can  afford  are  seldom  consid- 
ered worth  illustrating.  Only  when  a 
hiqhly  specialized  collection  is  sold  do 
the  humbler  issues  receive  space. 
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It  is  hardly  possible  for  most  of  us 
to  form  a cardfile  of  the  illustrations 
in  these  catalogues,  but  attention  should 
be  drawn  to  one  for  Greek  and  Roman 
Coins  already  formed  at  the  Museum  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Society,  to 
which,  of  course,  all  members  have  ac- 
cess. For  this  file,  duplicate  catalogues 
have  been  cut  up  and  each  illustration 
mounted  on  a card.  The  cards  are 
stamped  with  the  name  and  date  of 
the  sale  and  sometimes  the  weights  of 
the  coins  are  added  and  the  metal  indi- 
cated. The  cards  are  then  sorted  and 
filed  under  the  respective  mints  and 
classified  as  to  period  whenever  it  has 
been  possible  to  have  this  done.  It 
will  be  seen  that  what  results  is  an  ex- 
cellent tool,  not  only  for  anyone  who  is 
forming  a cabinet  but  to  anyone  who  is 
studying  a particular  section  or  city. 

A final  brief  paragraph  might  be  de- 
voted to  the  preservation  of  these 
catalogues,  which  in  most  cases  are 
published  in  paper  binding  only.  They 
can  be  bound  inexpensively  in  board 
covers  on  which  the  original  cover  of 
the  catalogue  can  be  mounted.  The 
backs  can  be  inked  or  have  pasted  la- 
bels attached.  These  catalogues  are 
so  helpful  that  it  is  hoped  that  any 
who  have  not  already  done  so  will  give 
them  a trial.

This  latter  company  was  sold  at  fore- 
closure on  April  26th,  1886.  The  great- 
er part  of  its  properties  are  now  a part 
of  the  present  Wabash  System. 

While  no  definite  knowledge  has  been 
obtained  indicating  that  this  company 
was  ever  granted  banking  privileges,  the 
note  illustrated  has  indications  of  hav- 
ing been  actually  in  circulation  either  as 
currency  or  possibly  an  advertising 
medium. 


The  Atchafalaya  Railroad  & Banking  Co. 

The  note  which  is  illustrated  bearing 
the  name  of  the  above  Company  is  one 
issued  during  the  period  1837  to  1842. 
It  is  a known  fact  that  the  Atchafalaya 
Company  issued  a large  quantity  of 
notes,  but  during  the  five  year  period 
of  their  existence  they  did  not  attempt 
to  lay  any  rails.  At  the  time  of  incor- 
poration in  1837  the  capital  was  $2,000,- 
000.  In  I 842,  the  last  year  of  their  cor- 
porate existence  their  notes  were  quoted 
at  a discount  of  50%.  This  company 
was  a Louisiana  Company.

This  issue  caused  more  discussion  and 
criticism  than  any  of  the  commemora- 
tives  to  date.  Despite  its  innocent  title 
it  instigated  a detailed  exhumation  of 
causes  better  forgotten.  If  it  had  been 
properly  called  the  Confederate  or 
Civil  War  half  dollar,  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  bill  would  have  passed. 

The  objection  was  rooted  in  the  causes 
of  the  Civil  War.  The  objectors  claimed, 
perhaps  rightfully,  that  the  portraits  of 
the  Confederate  Generals  Lee  and 
Jackson  ought  not  to  be  put  on  a 
United  States  coin.  Supporters  of  the 
coin  claimed  that  such  a gesture  would 
do  much  to  promote  a better  under- 
standing between  Northern  and  South- 
ern patriots. 


The  origin  of  the  issue  is  interesting, 
and  came  about  in  an  indirect  manner. 

Stone  Mountain  lies  about  fifteen 
miles  north  of  Atlanta,  Georgia.  It  has 
a huge  granite  face,  867  feet  high  and 
nearly  a mile  long.  Shaped  like  a half 
parabola,  there  is  neither  tree  nor  earth 
deposit  to  mar  this  huge  surface.  In 
1916  the  famous  sculptor,  Gutzon  Borg- 
lum, conceived  the  idea  of  carving  the 
face  of  the  mountain  into  a heroic  group 
depicting  the  lost  cause  of  the  Con- 
federacy. Work  started  in  1917  but 
was  interrupted  by  the  World  War.  In 
1923  Borglum  again  took  up  the  work, 
but  his  plans  were  never  fully  carried 
out.  His  original  design  was  to  be  200 
feet  high  and  1,300  feet  long.  In  1925 
a dispute  arose  between  Borglum  and 
the  Stone  Mountain  Memorial  Commis- 
sion, who  were  supplying  funds  for  the 
project.  Borglum  was  dismissed  and 
Augustus  Lukeman  was  hired  to  finish 
the  project. 

Borglum's  head  of  Lee  was  unveiled 
in  1924  and  part  of  Lukeman's  work  was 
unveiled  in  1928.  Both  of  the  finished 
works  however  represent  only  a small 
portion  of  the  work  as  originally  planned. 

The  half  dollar  was  designed  by  Borg- 
lum and  while  his  expression  in  heroic 
figures  is  remarkable,  his  miniature  in  this 
instance  was  quite  disappointing.  It  is 
probably  not  his  fault  that  the  names 
of  Lee  and  Jackson  have  been  omitted. 
But  this  omission  leaves  the  horsemen 
unidentified  as  the  portraits  are  too 
small  to  recognize.  But  despite  the  wide 
difference  of  opinion  on  the  purpose 
and  execution  of  the  coin  it  stands  far 
above  the  majority  of  commemorative 
half  dollars.  The  legend  MEMORIAL 
TO  THE  VALOR  OF  THE  SOLDIER  OF 
THE  SOUTH  places  it  among  the  com- 
memoratives  of  nation  wide  importance. 

Because  of  the  large  number  issued 
they  seldom  sell  for  much  more  than 
their  original  price  of  $1.00  each. 
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A Few  Notes  on  the  Coiffures  of  Roman  Ladies 

as  Depicted  on  Their  Coins

When  a few  extra  curls  or  bangs  or 
braids  are  added  to  the  coiffure  of  a 
popular  movie  actress,  the  effect  is  felt 
in  every  beauty  shop  in  the  country. 

It  must  have  been  much  the  same  in 
the  days  of  ancient  Rome,  when  feminine 
styles  were  created  and  established  by 
the  ruling  princesses.  In  those  days 
there  were  no  pictures,  magazines  or 
newspapers  to  depict  the  current  styles 
and  events.  When  anything  unusual 
occurred,  the  event  was  often  inscribed 
on  a coin  which,  passing  from  hand  to 
hand,  served  as  a kind  of  illustrated 
gazette.  It  is  to  this  ingenious  Roman 
idea  that  we  owe  much  of  our  knowl- 
edge of  events,  customs,  religions  and 
styles  of  that  time. 

A study  of  the  portraits  of  the  wo- 
men who  appear  on  coins  shows  that 
ancient  styles  of  hair  dress  were  as 
variable  and  as  unaccountable  as  they 
are  today.  The  Roman  maids  wore 
frizzed  bangs,  braids,  spit-curls,  top- 
knots,  elaborate  waves,  and  pompa- 
dours, and  when  necessary  they  were 
not  above  adding  a goodly  amount  of 
false  hair  to  their  coiffure. 

The  wife  of  the  Emperor  Trajan,  Plo- 
tina  who  died  in  the  year  129  A.D.,  was 
not  exactly  a beautiful  woman  as  is 
shown  by  the  portraits  on  her  coins. 
It  is  possible  that  to  compensate  for 
this  lack  of  pulchritude  she  piled  her 
hair  in  a startling  fashion  high  on  her 
forehead.  This  style  is  known  to  us  as 
the  pompadour.  If  Plotina’s  pompadour 
did  not  conceal  at  least  one  good-sized 
rat,  the  skill  of  her  hair-dresser  is  now 
a lost  art. 

Although  nearly  every  form  of  coif- 
fure will  be  found  on  these  ancient 
portrait  coins,  it  does  not  seem  that 
the  styles  chanqed  overniqht  as  they 
do  now.  The  beautiful  Aqrippina,  a 
contemporary  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  who 


was  starved  to  death  by  order  of  Tiberi- 
us in  the  year  33  A.D.,  wore  her  hair 
in  a striking  and  becoming  style.  It 
was  parted  in  the  middle  of  the  fore- 
head, the  heavy  wavy  strands  drawn 
back  over  the  head,  and  on  each  side 
a heavy  braid  extended  to  the  nape  of 
the  neck  where  it  was  fastened  with  a 
small  ornament.  Slightly  behind  each 
ear,  a curled  tendril  extended  down- 
ward for  several  inches. 

Agrippina's  mother-in-law,  Antonia, 
who  was  incidently  the  daughter  of 
Marc  Antony,  wore  her  hair  in  a more 
simple  but  less  becoming  manner.  The 
slightly  waved  locks  were  drawn  back, 
school-girl  fashion,  and  fastened  in  a 
neat  knot  low  on  the  neck,  leaving  the 
ears  uncovered. 

The  daughter  of  Titus,  Julia,  who  died 
when  quite  young  in  the  year  90  A.D.,  is 
shown  with  her  hair  tied  in  a large  elab- 
orate knot  directly  on  the  back  of  her 
head.  Her  forehead  is  covered  with 
frizzed  bangs,  rather  suggestive  of  the 
modern  Hepburn  style. 

The  most  startling  of  the  ancient  coif- 
fures (and  it  probably  caused  many  a 
nudge  and  snicker  among  the  old  girls 
in  Rome),  is  found  on  a portrait  coin 
of  Sabina.  She  was  the  unhappy  wife 
of  Hadrian  and  shared  but  little  in  his 
affections.  Judging  from  her  portraits, 
Sabina  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
a charming  creature.  The  redeeming 
characteristic  shown  in  her  features  is 
determination,  which  she  emphasized  in 
the  year  I 37  A.D.,  when  she  killed  her- 
self. Her  style  of  hair  dress  was  elab- 
orate if  nothing  else.  The  front  was 
puffed  up  in  a pompadour  style  and 
fastened  by  a tiara.  The  rest  was 
curled  and  drawn  to  the  top  of  her 
head,  being  held  in  place  by  a large 
coiled  braid.

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The  hair  dress  worn  some  thirty  years 
later  by  Faustina  the  Younger,  wife  of 
Marcus  Aurelius,  is  not  unlike  a modern 
style;  a simple  "marcel"  wave  effect 
with  a Psyche  knot  in  the  back.  The 
simplicity  and  naturalness  of  this  coif- 
fure caught  the  fancy  of  the  Roman  wo- 
men. It  was  an  easy,  quick  method  of 
dressing  the  hair  and  was  almost  uni- 


versally adopted  by  women  portrayed 
on  subsequent  Roman  coins  until  the  fall 
of  the  Empire. 

As  Rome  decayed,  and  the  Empire 
fell  asunder,  coinage  became  a lost  art, 
and  women  probably  bobbed  their 
hair  or  put  it  up  any  way  they  pleased 
much  as  they  do  today.

1814,  Monroe  became  also,  for  a few 
months,  Secretary  of  War,  and  thus  was 
associated  with  the  victories  which 
marked  the  end  of  our  second  war  with 
England.  Through  administration  sup- 
port he  secured  the  congressional  nomi- 
nation for  the  presidency,  and  subse- 
quently carried  all  but  three  states. 
Running  for  reelection,  in  1820,  he  re- 
ceived every  electoral  vote  save  one. 
In  1829,  as  presiding  officer  of  the 
Virginia  constitutional  convention  he 
joined  Madison  in  opposing  a broaden- 
ing of  the  suffrage.  The  following  year 
he  removed  his  residence  to  the  home 
of  his  married  daughter  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  died  July  4,  1831. 

JOHN  QUINCY  ADAMS 

Eldest  son  of  the  second  President, 
was  born  at  Braintree  (Quincy),  Massa- 
chusetts, July  II,  1767.  Admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1790,  he  soon  entered  poli- 
tics. He  served  Washington  and  his 
father  in  diplomatic  posts  between  1794 
and  1801,  and  became  United  States 
senator  in  1803.  Forced  to  resign  by 
Federalist  machinations  in  1808,  he  par- 
ticipated in  the  Republican  congres- 
sional caucus  which  nominated  Madison 
for  fhe  presidency,  and  was  again  sent 
to  Europe  on  diplomatic  missions  dur- 
ing the  latter's  two  terms.  Among 
other  services  he  headed  a commission 
of  five,  including  Henry  Clay,  which 


negotiated  at  Ghent  the  treaty  of 
peace  with  England,  December  24, 
1814.  Monroe,  who  as  head  of  the 
State  Department  had  been  his  imme- 
diate chief,  upon  his  accession  to  the 
presidency  made  Adams  his  own  Secre- 
tary of  State;  the  two  were  jointly  re- 
sponsible for  the  promulgation  of  the 
"Monroe  Doctrine,"  December  2,  1823. 
The  following  year,  the  collapse  of  the 
Federalist  party  made  the  presidential 
campaign  a contest  among  four  promi- 
nent Republicans:  Andrew  Jackson, 
Adams,  William  H.  Crawford  (a  fellow 
member  of  Monroe's  cabinet),  and  Clay. 
The  candidates  finished  in  the  order 
named,  but  none  having  received  a 
majority,  the  election  was  thrown  into 
the  House  of  Representatives,  where 
Clay's  conservative  followers  de- 
termined the  contest  in  favor  of  Adams. 
Defeated  in  1828  for  reelecfion  by  an 
electoral  vote  of  more  fhan  two  to  one, 
two  years  later  Adams  was  returned 
by  his  home  county  to  Congress,  where 
he  served  as  an  independent  member 
during  the  remaining  seventeen  years 
of  h is  life.  In  his  eighty-first  year  he 
died  in  the  Speaker's  room  of  the 
Capitol,  February  23,  1848. 

Of  the  two  numbers  not  in  the  regular  peace 
medal  and  L ovett  series,  the  large  silver  piece. 
18 A.  was  the  first  inaugural  medal  since  that  of 
Jefferson,  twenty-four  years  before  (number  5). 
Number  16,  a pierced  white  metal  piece  dated 
1828,  is  an  early  campaign  medal,  probably  issued 
in  response  to  the  Jackson  number  21.
